From New York. 

New York, Nov. 12. — James liodgers, the boy 
convicted of the murder of Mr. Xwanson, was ex- 
ecuted at noon to-day in the prison yard. Accor- 
ding to the previous arrangements the execution 
was delayed to the latest moment in consequence 
of the expectation of his friends that a reprieve 
would be granted by the Governor. There were 
but few persons present in the yard, while on the 
outside of the Tombs there was a large crowd, in- 
cluding many ot the gculier sex. Rodgers re- 
mained tolerably tirm to the last moment. His 
father w as present, and when the body was cut 
down, thew himself uuon it in a paroxysm of 
grief. 

An arrival at this port brings the information 
that a terrible gale had prevailed in the vicinity of 
Turk's Island. Of seven vessels, which were at 
Grand Turk, all but one, the bark Tejuka, which 
put to sea, were werecked. Their names are — 
schooner Transit, of Liverpool; Teresa, of Turk’s 
Island; brigs Aleppo, of Windsor; Mungo Park, 
of Bangor; River Belle, of Parsboro; Herbert 
Huntington, of Yarmouth.

The Territory of Karoos— Her Present Condition 

and Future Prospects— Soil, Climate, Etc. 

Mouth cr Kaw River, ( 

Kansas Territory, Nov. 6, 1S58. ) 

Editors Louisville Courier : — When I left Ken- 
tucky I promised to “drop you a line" occasional- 
ly, giving you the result of my observations and 
experience in the “far, far West,” and to furnish 
your numerous readers with true and reliable in 
formation respecting the progress of affairs in 
that interesting region of country, Kansas and 
Nebraska, to which the eyes of the whole country 
have been turned for some time past. My delay in 
redeeming my promise has resulted from my un- 
settled condition, and not from forgetfulness or a 
desire to “shirk” a task. For the past two mouths 
I have been “on the wing” — now here, now there, 
and net long anywhere; one day seated on the 
upper deck of a first-class Missouri river steam- 
er, the next astride an Indian pony in the prai- 
ries of Nebraska, aud the next shooting up the 
Kaw river (in southern Kansas ) in a rude dugoufi 
with a half-breed Shawnee as companion and 
streersman. Consequently, my faciliites for jot- 
ting down my learnings have not been at all times 
favorable; but I have stored awar in the lumber 
room of my memory a vast number facte, to be 
used as occasion requires, and am now settled 
down in comfortable winter quarters on one of 
the great thoroughfares between tbeold and new 
countries, and at a hotel which is daily thronged 
by all sorts of wayfaring people— emigrants, tra- 
ders, politicians, Indians, Mexicans, greasers, etc. 
A more favorable position for acquiring informa- 
tion of the country and people 1 could not have 
found; and the information, of coarse, cannot bo 
one-sided, as it comes through such varied aud 
uncongenial sources. 

In that vast extent of domain which has been 
designated the interior, Kansas Territory consti- 
tutes a very considerable part, and the political 
history of this country for the past four years has 
been of such a character as to give it a world- 
wide notoriety. Every one has heard something 
of Kansas, aud every one is curious to hear more. 
In common with all the “interior,” Kansas 
possesses substantial aud enduring advantages 
for the farmer. Even now, amid all her difficul- 
ties, the development of her lands has been kept 
up as extensively as could reasonably be expected 
amid the excitement, irregularities, and tumults 
of a lengthy, furious political campaign ; and 
when once released from the fetters and oppres- 
sive tithes of politics, so unfavorable to the culti- 
vation of her lands, the enlargement of her in- 
dustry and social progress, she will speedly be- 
come’the richest in agricultural wealth and indus- 
trial enterprise of any State west of the Missis- 
sippi river. 

The adjustment aud final settlement of her 
affairs will be seed time and harvest for her sov 
ereign farmers, while her merchants, mechanics, 
and artisans, will enrich themselves with the 
fruits of trade, industry, and skill. For the last 
two or three years, very many of the people of this 
Territory, as well as of the States, have supposed, 
or rather feared, that the political condition ol 
affairs in the Territory, would eventually prove 
the overthrow aud down fall of all agricultural, 
commercial, and industrial enterprise in Kansas. 
For aught that I know there may be good rea- 
sons for such fears, for even at this day there is 
nothing settled, and nothing at all harmonious or 
permanent in her political organization. Yet the 
great idea of progress and money making, so 
peculiarly characteristic of the American mind, 
is rapidly overstepping and losing sight of the 
operations aud negotiations of politicians. This 
done, the development of commerce, the raising 
of crops, the growth and sale of stock, the culti- 
vation of vineyards, of hemp, tobacco, etc., aud 
the building of railroads, will occupy thethougbts 
and labor of her psople, while political negotia 
tions will be looked upon and considered as a 
matter of profit aud convenience only on the part 
of those engaged iu such negotiations. Then it 
will be that Kansas Territory will occupy her true 
position in the iuterior, or rather in the “pastoral 
region of the world.” 

Among the many rostrum, pulpit, and news 
paper arguments for encouraging emigration to 
Kaunas Territory, was its beautiful Italian cli- 
mate. There is no such climate here. In the win- 
ter we have some severe weather, not so cold us 
in our Doithern States, but at the same time, we 
have a few weeks when the best winter clothe* 
that were ever manufactured in America would 
not be at all uncomfortable. This is the truth. 

For all this, I consider the climate as healthy 
as can be found in the States. The winters are 
short, never over three months of wintry weather, 
and sometimes not more than two, while in the 
summer we hare mild, pleasant weather constant 
ly. In the winter we are subject to sudden 
changes, from warm to cold, and vice versa, but in 
the summer we hare no such changes. 

1 cannot, therefore, and do not intend to allow 
myself to speculate upon advantages of climate, 
if we have any, .but this I do know, that no where 
in the States can there be found people more 
bealthv and robust, enjoying better appetites 
than the people of this border. If such facts art 
any evidence of a good ciimate, I feel perfectly 
justified in announcing them. 

The valleys of the Arkansas, Neosho, aud the 
Kansas, are’ reported by the laud office surveys, 
as lands of the first quality, aud almost of Egyp- 
tion richuess If there are any products in the 
States that cannot be grown in some of these 
valleys, then a very exaggerated account of the 
geography of these valleys has come to us official- 
ly, from our government explorations. 

Kansas Territory alone, extends 210 miles front 
north to south, aud 660 miles from east to west, 
making in all, about 136,500 square miles, tin- 
greater portion of w hich vast country will, in the 
course of a few years, be one grand harvest field 
with the great irou arms of some new city extend 
ing to her granaries of agriculture. Of this large 
extent of territory, which is now mostly unsettled, 
my remarks must necessarily be prophetic; but I 
cannot say less than to expect that the products 
of this large domain, when fully developed, will 
surpass the agricultural fruits of any State mar 
keting her harvests at the depots of any of our 
western commercial cities. 

I have said nothing of the minerals of the ter 
ritory. I cannot do so now for the want of proper 
information. I have heard a thousand rumors of 
the rich coal, lead, and iron regions of southern 
Kansas, but have never, as yet, been in the pos 
session of information sufficiently authentic to 
enable me to give an elaborate account. I know, 
however, from iny personal observations, thal 
lead, coal, and iron, do exist iu the southern di- 
vision of this territory; but am at present wholly 
unprepared for any lengthy remarks concerning 
minerals, as they exist iu Kansas. 

On the west border of Missouri, and on the east 
border of Kansas, and due south from me, only 
seventy miles, wbat arc called Kansas minerals, 
exist plentifully. They are found in the ralley 
of the Osage. Mining creek is a very old name, 
and was given to this creek on account of the lead 
and coal mines in its valley. There are gentle- 
men in our city who have specimens of the lead, 
iron, and coal, from this region. I am informed 
by these gentlemen that coal is very abundant 
about the Osage — that a well caunot be sunk any- 
where without finding thick strata of coal. 

It is something very unusual to find lead and 
coal in the same sections, or coal and gold; it is 
indeed a geological anomaly — yet it is a fact that 
coal and lead exist in this valley, and from theati 
nals of California, I learn that gold and coal are 
found in the Placers of the Sierra Nevada. Iron 
and coal are often found together, and in the val 
ley of the Osage, near Monagan Springs, over iu 
Missouri, these two minerals are inexhaustible. 

The same geological formation that exists in 
this neighborhood, and throughout all the miner- 
al regions of Southern Kansas, extends west and 
north west as far as Fort Riley, and even west- 
ward 1o the source of the Smoky Hill Fork of the 
Kansas. Examining parties, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the true extent and richness of these 
mineral regions, are about being formed and out- 
fitted at the expense of capitalists heretofore en- 
gaged in mineral operations. A missionary in- 
forms me that there is a creek near tbe southern 
line of Missouri, situate in the Territory, whet e 
lead is found upon the surface in lumps, from 
one to five inches in diameter, and as tbe Indians 
in that region have, ever since they learned tbe 
use of fire arms, been in the habit of resorting to 
this region for the purpose of obtaining their lead 
for bullets, I regard these evidences as quite as 
satisfactory of tbe existance of large deposites as 
the geologist could present after a rigid scientific 
examination. 

This information is fully corroborated by tbe 
merchants and settlers in the Cherokee reserve. 
Altogether, this is tbe most satisfactory evidence 
that at this day can possibly be furnished con- 
cerning the extent and evidences of rich mineral 
deposits in Southern Kausas, which mineral re- 
gions it is proposed to open through certain rail- 
way connections with Southern Kansas, Arkan- 
sas' and Texas. In the next ten years, I am w ar- 
ramed in believing that three or four large cities 
will be built west of the Mississippi river. Ge- 
ography aud commerce warrant us in this con- 
clusion. So extensive is western empire alieady 
in tbe bands of tbe forerunners of American pro- 

f reas and development, tbat the foundation and 
uilding of these great commercial entrepots is 
already demanded. The business ef tbe several 
diviaions of this great empire of products also de- 
mands them, and the geography of the respective 
divisions fixes their localities. Where are they to 
be built? — is the question I purpose lo answer in 
a future letter. Sometime, perhaps in fifty years 
or less, this nation will be numbering one hun- 
dred million of people. One-fourth of this popu- 
lation will then be living east of tbe Mississippi, 
and three-fourths of them west of it, and this side 
of tbe Rocky Mountains. Some city within fifty 
miles of where I am now writing will then occupy 
the commercial and geographical center of that 
immense population. 

But of all this, more anon. I shall write far- 
ther in a few days. BORDER ROVER.

BISHOP SPALDING— THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
AND THE DEMOCRACY. 

We now oonclude our reply to the rejoinder of 
the Journal. 

6. Hitherto the Journal writer has not denied our 
facts, nor materially questioned the accuracy of 
our statement of them. This, coming from the 
quarter it does, is of itself a high comidiment to 
us, which we duly appreciate. But now, for the 
first time, he takes issue with us iu reference to 



it is onlv for a time; an d they are often afterwards 
driven bv remorse to retrace their steps to the one 
fold of the one shepherd. 



our statement of facts, and our consequent reas- 
oning thereon, in the matter of a school which we 
had deemed “bitterly sectarian” having been ta- 



ken under the fostering wing of the school trus- 
tees. As this is a matter of some importance, we 
shall be pardoned if we dwell on it at some greater I 
length thau we have deemed necessary for other 
points. It is really refreshing to have at length 
something tangible to go on. 

Tbe Journal then charges that we have done 
injustice to tbe school trustees iu blaming them 
for adopting among our public schools the school 
on Sixth street, established by Mr. and Mrs. Mc- 
Devitt. If we did so, it was certainly wholly unin- 
tentional. While speaking of the management 
of the schools, we more than once expressly 
and distinctlr disclaimed ary intention to re- 
flect personally upon any of the respectable 
members ot the board of school trustees, either 
past or present. We had said of such boards in 
general: “And this (mismanagement) is often the 
case with boards composed of the best men, so 
that what we here say is totally independent of 
any reflection upon any member or members of 
any board in our city- -a thing wholly foreign to 
our intention, and wholly unnecessary to our ar- 
gument.” We were evidently merely reviewing 
tbe public acts of public men, as we had a clear 
right to do ; and while doing so with becoming 
freedom, we stated explicitly that we had no in- 
tention whatever to renect on their integrity as 
men and as citizens. Our course was theus as 
clear as it was fair and open, and no impartial 
man could mistake it. 

The Journal says that we confounded the Sab- 
bath and industrial schools under the superin- 
tendence of Mr. McDevitt, with the day school got- 
ten up by his lady, and adopted by the trustees, 
and denies that the last named is a sectarian 
school, at least since it has been so adopted by 
the trustees. If we mistook, tbe mistake was quite 
natural. The Journal itself admits that Mr. 
McDevitt had perhaps made the same mistake in 
bis report, which it does not deny was “bitterly 
sectarian.” These are the Journal’s words, a por- 
tion of which we italicise; 

“Now of these Sabbath Schools and of this In- 
dustrial School, Mr. McDevitt has spoken freely 
in his report, and it may be has referred to the day 
school also, and has spoken with a warmth of 
feeling which the Bishop would consider bitterly 
sectarian. B* it so. We do not find one word, 
bitter or otherwise, which goes to show that this 
Sixth street day school, taught by Mrs. McDevitt, 
and now superintended by the board of trustees, 
is a bitter sectarian school.” 

Aud yet it may be “a bitterly sectarian” school 
for all th.s, though Mr. McDevitt may not have 
said so in so many werds in his report. His re- 
port is not only bitterly sectarian throughout, but 
it is glaringly iil-inanuered and unjust. Such 
words and expressions as “popery,’ “bondage 
to the man of sin,” “Romanists,” etc , besides the 
usual canting anecdotes, figure conspicuoush 
throughout tiiis remarkable document, ana as he 
refers in it also to tbe Sixth street day school, it is 
fair to conclude that this too was bitterly sectarian. 
When lie made out his report in 1353— long aftei 
the school had been adopted by our trustees, to be 
supported out of money taken iu part from the 
pockets of those whom he so fiercely abuses. 

Speaking of his labors to convert the benighted 
“Irish papists," Mr. McDevitt enumerates among 
the trophies ol his victory, "the children gathered 
from their homes and taught that cleanliness is a 
virtue, and learniug every day somethiug which 
will fit them for usefulness here, and for a happy 
and glorious reign with Christ beyond the skies.” 
As we said, we uo not object to bis laboring to 
proselytize ourchildren, but wedo most strenuous- 
ly object to bis doing so witii money wrung from 
us by tuxation! And we would he less than men, 
if we did not. 

But the portion of the report made bv the board 
of trustees of our city schools in 1857, in which 
this Sixth street school is adopted, is almost as 
bitterly sectarian, as that of Mr. McDevitt, written 
more than a year after they had so adopted his, 
or his wife’s, proselytizing school. They say: 

“During the past year, the board has located, or 
rather adopted a school already located on Sixth 
street, below Main, from which much good may 
be reasonably anticipated. In tbat region, a large 
body of Irish may be found, in whose mind an 
apparently natural antipathy hightened by early 
raising, and confirmed, we fear, by religious influ- 
ences, exerts a positive antagonism to the liberal 
education ot the public school system.” 

This language in its connexion with tha bitter- 
ly sectarian report of Mr. McDevitt is wholly un 
mistakeable in its meaning. That the public may 
be better able to compare the two doomments, wi 
subjoin to this paper tbe entire report of Mr. 
McDevitt. The carful perusal of both documents 
will, we believe, convince every impartial mart 
that we were entirely correct iu whatever we suid 
of tbe Sixth street school. 

Now any one, in view of these official reports, 
would naturally have supposed that the school, 
while it will scarcely he denied, was originally 
sectunan, Las been adopted us such, and so car 
ried ou at the public expense by our enlightened 
board of trustees. The school was, certaiuly, 
originally a part aud portion of a bitterly sect* 
rian crusade against Irish Catholics, ami it was 
so adopted by the trustees; and Mr. McDevitt re 
fers to it, after Its adoption, as part of tiie ma- 
chinery which he still wields, in his avowed mis 
sion to pervert from the fuith of their fathers the 
Children of Irish Catholics. This school is, more- 
over, taught in the same building us the Sabbath 
aad sewing schools, und the wife of the hired en- 
voy of un avowedly proselytising society, con- 
ducts it, with a salary paid out of the common 
school fund ! All this constitutes a body of posi- 
tive and presumptive evidence iu favor of what 
we stated, which cannot he resisted. The Jour- 
nal writer must be very blind, indeed, not to see 
the conclusiveness of such evidence, so patent to 
every impartial observer. 

But it is alleged that this school is located in an 
abandoned district where a school is much need- 
ed, ami it was, therefore, a work of charity in the 
school trustees to adopt it, and to place it under 
the superintendence of the board. Had the trus 
tees done so with their own money, they might, 
perhaps, have deserved thanks for their generosi- 
ty; but when they do it with ours, we surely have 
a right to inquire into the character of the school 
thus adopted and supported; aud if it should turn 
out— as it docs turn out— that this school is bit- 
terly sectarian, we have a right to question, not. 
only their official generosity, but also their official 
justice. Tins was our position, and we now see 
no reason to change it iu the lesst. 

We have nothing to say against Mr. McDevitt; 
he, probably, does the work for which he is hired 
and well paid by the American and Foreign 
Union; and whether he does it according to con 
tract or not, it is for his employers, not lor us, to 
decide. What we do object to is, that our school 
trustees should employ moneys raised by taxing 
all alike for advancing t lie glaringly sectarian 
work which Mr. McDevitt is already sufficiently 
paid to do. 

We had already, ourselves, established four pa 
rochial schools — "two for boys and two for girls — 
in the congregations of the Cathedral and of St. 
Patrick’s, on Thirteenth street, between Main and 
Market; ull of which were sufficiently convenient 
of access to either the upper and lower portions 
of the district iu question. We had erected, and 
are now conducting these schools by our owu 
means, not by money wrung from unwilling tax 
payers. Our people are generally poor, but they 
are very generous, and they have most cheerfully 
come to our aid iu prosecuting this good work. — 
We have employed every possible effort, through 
our zealous clergy and otherwise, to induce the 
children of that district to attend our parochial 
schools, and we are happy to say that, to a certain 
extent, at least, we have succeeded. 

But lo ! here come iu the Board of School Trus- 
tees, wielding its revenue of over sixty thousand 
dollars, raised by taxing us alike with others, and 
openly adopts a sectarian school, gotten up with 
the avowed purpose of proselytizing our children. 
It was not enough that a man, salaried by a for- 
eign proselytizing society, should thwart our pur- 
pose of rearing the little ones of our flock in the 
faith of their fathers, but the city itaelf must be 
taxed to aid biin in carrying out his scheme of 
proselytiam. Not all the special pleading of the 
Journal writer can obscure, much less blot out 
this damaging fact, presenting a case of oppres 
sion and hardship seldom paralleled m this fret 
country, nor we believe in any other. 

But Bishop Spalding is very hard to please; 
first he objects to tbe public schools inuring 
chiefly to the benefit of the rich, and now he ob 
jects to the education of tbe poor ! Bishop Spald- 
ing is so very hard to please, that he will be con 
tent with nothing short of even handed justice. 
He is so unreasonable as to demand only what is 
right and just, and he will be satisfied with 
nothing less. Without taking any great credit 
to himself for the fact, he may state, that he has 
done as much for the education of the poor in the 
city as any one in it — or even much more. As- 
sisted by his people, most of them poor, be has 
provided means for the education of two thousand 
poor children ; and he has done so, without res >rt- 
ing to moneys wrung by taxation from his fellow 
citizens of another faith. And he has done this, 
too, while laboring in common with all the 
Catholics of tbe city, under the additional crush- 
ing burden of taxation for supporting other 
schools, so arranged and conducted as to shut 
out from their portals Catholic children as effec- 
tually as “by locks and bolts.” He takes to him- 
self no credit for all this, beoause he was simply 
and only doing wbat he conscientiously believed 
to be his plain and sacred duty, in discharging 
which he was nobly seconded by the clergy and 
bis Catholic flock, who deserve the chief ctedit. 

We have watched attentively and carefully this 
work of proselytizing the children of Irish and 
German Catholic parentage, which has been ear- 
ned on in our cities of late years with so much 
activity and bitterness of zeal, by tbe salaried 
agents of the American and Foreign Union, and 
we cannot see tbat any real or permanent good 
has come of it to the cause ef genuine Christian- 
ity. The bitter crusade has greatly annoyed 
Catholics, without doing much real injury to the 
Catholic Church, or subserving in any material 
degree the cause of Protestantism. The chief ef- 
fect it has had, has been to keep alive feelings of 
unchristian uncharitableness among different 
classes of our citizens. The few nominal converts 
made by tbe hired envoys of the Uuion in gener- 
al, reflect but slight credit on Protestantism, and 
are a very small loss to Catholicity. Among the 
Irish Catholics particularly, none are to be found 
but the most degraded who will be willing to bar- 
ter their time-honored faith, for which their fath- 
ers have writhed under the relentless lash of per- 
secution for centuries, for worldly gain — a mere 
mess of pottage. Fewer, still, will be found — ex- 
cept among those sunk in vice and degradation — 
who will consent to sell their children’s aoula for 
a new suit of clothes, or s comfortable meal, when 



Thisfcrusade has been tried in Ireland, with 
precisely this slender result. It began in the 
year of the great famine, aod from the fact that 
one of the chief means of the Protestant missiona- 
ries for proselytizing tbe poor starving people was 
soup, these were called by the ready-witted Irish, 
in derision, and not unappropriated, Soupers . — 
Hundreds who, iu that trying time, temporarily 
renounced their faith to avoid starvation, have 
since returned, weeping over their apostasy, to 
the bosom of the Catholic church. The entire 
“Souper” movement in Ireland has thus turned 
out a wretched failure, and such, we have not a 
doubt, will be its fate here also. We admire zeal 
and charity, as much probably as auy one else, but 
we distrust both when they are exhibted in 
the manner just indicated, with the appliances of 
food to the starving and clothing to the naked as 
the price of apostacy. 

The Journal writer thinks that the present 
average cost of nearly ten dollars per scholar, is 
not too high for a primary education in our pub- 
lic schools. We adhere to our already expreseed 
opinion on the subject, and believe it not only ex- 
cessive, but enormous. We say more, and ex- 
press our full conviction, with all due respect to 
the trustees, that, under our own system of man- 
agement, we could do it — and we believe about as 
well as it is now done — for one half the amount. 
If oar opponents do not believe us, let them try 
tbe experiment. 

The Journal writer also places tbe high average 
cost of our two high schools, which are respective- 
ly, iu round numbers, $85 and $66 per scholar, 
along with the much lower average per scholar 
of the primary schools; and therefore makes the 
aggregate average per scholar for all, about $1 1. 
This is not fair. The two things are entirely dif- 
ferent, and it is manifestly not right to settle 
dowu on a common average for both. They 
should be estimated separately, as the school 
trustees very properly do in their report, to come 
to a correct judgment of the aggregate and aver- 
age expense of the two widely different grades of 
education in our public schools. Tbe justice of 
this remark will be appreciated by every sensible 
man, who is at all acquainted witii tbe machinery 
of educational systems. 

We have now accomplished our task. Whatev- 
er may be the result, we shall have the satisfac- 
tion of feeling that we have discharged our obli- 
gation towards the little ones of our flock. We 
believed it to be our sacred duty to defend their 
interests, when a favorable opportunity seemed 
providentially afforded us to do so, by a labored 
attack ou us made in tbe editorial columns of the 
Journal. Though naturally averse to controver- 
sy, aud especially to newspaper discussion, we 
did not believe that, with our earneat conscien- 
tious convictions on a subject of such vital im- 
portance, we would be justified before God iu 
maintaining silence under all the circumstances 
of tbe case. 

We have been, indeed, earnest aud energetic in 
thus pleading for freedom of education against 
State monopoly, but we repeat" it, that we have in- 
tended no offense to any one, and that we have 
honestly endeavored to discuss principles, not 
men. Having thus discharged our duty, we con- 
fidently leave the result to God, who is the Father 
of the poor, and whose divine Son so loved little 
children. We have plainly anil aernestly stated 
our grievances to an enlightened and honest pub- 
lic — to the people and not to anv particular politi- 
cal party. 

\\ e have indeed, a decent regard for the good 
opinion of our fellow citizens, and we are tally 
awaro that in the course we have felt it our duty 
to take, we have not assumed what the time- 
serving politician would call the popular side. — 
But, much as we desire tbe good opinion of our 
fellow men, we frankly avow that we greatly pre- 
fer to be right, to having the applause of the whole 
world for a course wiiich our conscience would 
not approve. With St. Raul, we may say, that it 
we sought to please men, we would not be the 
servants of Christ, who was crucified by men. If 
we do not succeed, we have this consolation at 
auy rate, that the condition of Catholics with re- 
gard to our public schools, cannot well be worse 
than it has b«eu, and is now. 

The p rievance under,* Inch Catholics have been 
long suffering, all candid men must admit, is both 
heavy and oppressive. If our plan of free edu 
cation as against State von poly— warranted by 
the successful experiment of France, Austria, 
Bavaria, Prussia, and other countries much less 
free than our own — he not the onlv effectual rem- 
edy to the evil which weighs ou Protestants 
well as ourselves, we are prepared to hear ot a 
better and mote effluent project for the same pur- 
pose. We cannot briug ourselves to believe that 
a condition of things so very oppressive, not only 
to Catholics, but to all Evaugeiical Protestants, 
necssarily requiring as we have shown, and as is 
admitted, a system of double taxation, can long 
be permitted to coutinue unmodified, iu this land 
of equal rights to all, and of exclusive privileges 
to noue. 

And that the people may have au opportunity 
to see and examine both sides of this vital ques- 
tion, and to come to a right conclusion on its mer- 
its, we here make to the editors of the Louisville 
Journal the following proposition, which, we be- 
lieve to be entirely fair and equitable. It is this . 

Let this whole discussion be published in book 
form, including our pamphlet with the Journal’s 
articles attacking its positions, and our own arti 
cles, aud those of tbe Courier and Guardian, de- 
fending them ; with the privilege to each side to 
revise its productions and tn add a final article by 
way of summing ui>; we to defray one half the 
expense of the publication, and the Journal the 
other half, and each of us beiug entitled to have 
half the copies published for sale or gratuitous 
distribution. If the Journal decline this fair pro- 
position— as we fear, and even venture to predict 
it will — the public will see at once on which side 
there exists confidence as to the soundness of the 
positions taken, and which side is afraid of free 
and full discussion before an intelligent and im- 
partial public. If the editors of the Journal real 
ly believe that the cause they advocate cau bear 
iuvestigation, they can surely have uo objection to 
letting the people hare a full opportunity to see 
and examiue both sides of this question for them- 
selves. 

We shall see what we shall see.

MR. m’dKVITT’s REPORT. 

[From June No. of Christian Union, 1858.] 

The Rev. John McDevitt, who is stationed in Louis- 
ville, in the State of Kentucky, 1ms labored with great 
success among the Irish papists. By the commercial em- 
barrassment suffered in the country, Mr. McDevitt was 
led to suspend his labors, In part, for a season. They 
were soon resumed, however, in full. And notwith- 
standing the most decided opposition made by priest* 
and others, still his work goes on. He says: 

In presenting my animal report to the society, I have 
reason for deep gratitude to our Heavenly Father, wh o 
hHsJvouclisafed to me, his unworthyservant, such a meas- 
ure of success, amidst arduous, difficult, and sometimes 
dangerous labors. To point out what the society is do- 
ing in th’s city by a few isolated facts, would be but a* a 
drop to the bucket; and time alone can tell, with the 
blessing of God, what g)od results may flow to the souls 
of many from the kind and encouraging word here, the 
tract left there, the Bible left with this family of anxious 
Inquirers, and the prayer offered in that — from the chil- 
dren gathered from their homes and taught tbat clean - 
linesr is a virtue, and learning every day something 
which w.ll fit them for usefulness here, and for a happy 
and glorious reign with Christ beyend the skies. 

To show you how the leaven of the truth U working 
here, and which is caused not euurely by the labors of 
your missionary, but by tbe priests themselves— tbe 
people contrasting his conduct with theirs — I will give 
you a few examples : 

A few days ago I met a man on the street, who stopped 
me and asked, “ Do you not know me?” 1 replied that 
I had forgotten, if I ever knew. “Don’t you recollect,” 

said he, “when I lived in Mr. ’s back room, on 

Fourth street, when 1 was without food or bed clothing, 
you came and relieved me and my family ? We had ap- 
plied to the priests, but they would give us nothing. I 
weighed your conduct with theirs, and having carefully 
leal the Bible you gave me, I have learned from it to 
put no more faith in Popery.” 

The Komanlsts have now what they call a spiritual re- 
treat iu their churches here, (and if you saw how many 
drunken people are brought up before the courts, it 
would appear that the treat was spirituous.) I asked a 
young man, who comes to our afternoon meetings, and 
to whom I gave a Bible long ago, if lie attended this re- 
treat? “No,” said he, “far from It. I have attended the 
union prayer meetings instead, and have felt that the 
Lord ouly can change my heart end forgive my sins. — 
Does he not tell me to come to him if I am weary and 
heavy laden? And sure I will go to him, for he alone U 
willing and aide to forgive my sins, ‘without money and 
without price.’ " 

A very intelligent Roman Catholic asked me, a few 
week ago, how I was getting on with the priests now. — 
“Oh," said I, “I am trying to enlighten their blind fol- 
lowers, and am succeeding admirably.” 

“I know,” said be, “oDe good thing your did. Tou 
made them do what they never did betore; and that is, 
to have Sabbath schools theauelves." These the priest 
have started, at the same hour as mine, to keep the chil- 
dren from our schools, and to teach them, not what the 
Bible contains, but the Romish catechism — not th* exer- 
cise of love towards God and man which should charac- 
terize their lives, but the persecuting spirit of Loyola, 
and a holy horror of Protestantism. 

A widow woman went to a rich Papist to ask for some 
aid. He asked If she sent her children to my school. — 
She said she did, and it was to fit them for going that 
•he was now with Mm. He immediately ordered her 
out of his house, adding that she was sending her chil- 
dren to hell. Some children that were prevented from 
atteni ing our schools ore now running about the streets, 
havii g no desire to return to the Popish schools, yet 
their parents are not sufficiently enlightened to shake off 
a superstitious belief In the priests, aud if these children, 
being thus exposed, become the Inhabitants of our jails 
and prisons, on whose heed will rest the responsibility ? 

But these cases are sufficient to show bow tbe leaven 
of truth is working in this stronghold of Popery, and 
what efforts are made to keep the people in bondage to 
the “ man of sin.” I will therefore gtv* in few words a 
view of the work done, and the state of the mission. 

AU our Sunday schools, three in number, are In a very 
prosperous condition, and I have to thank the Christians 
here for the manner In which they have come to my 
help. Our large mission house is well occupied. We 
have about 40 teachers in tbe three schools, and their 
work is self-denying and laborious, but they will he re- 
warded, we dtubl not, for coming to the help of the 
Lord.” 

I have made during the year about two thouiand vis- 
its for religious conversation, for the reading of the 
Scriptures, and for prayer. I have distributed in Ro- 
manist famitiea 13 Biblee, 50 Testaments, and a great 
number of other religious books, given by some kind 
ladies here. I have distributed several thousand pages 
of tracts, and established during the year two new Sun- 
day schools In the destitute parts of tMs city, and hare 
an average attendance every Sunday, of from two to 
three hundred children, beside* our Industrial sewing 
school, averaging trom to 100 pupils. I am very
